UNCLE SAM ’S N E W B O A T . 


S u ccessfu l T rial T rip o f th e N ew C ru iser 
C h arleston . 


S a n t a B a r b a r a , May Sth.—The cruiser Char­ 
leston rounded the point in the southwest h ar­ 
bor at half-past 5 o’clock this afternoon. She 
slackened speed and slowly entered the harbor 
and dropped anchor just inside of the kelp. J. 
O’B. Gunn, T. P. Gilm ore and Charles 8. Diehl 
cam e ashore soon after the vessel cam e to 
anchor and w ent to the Arlington Hotel. Mr. 
Gilmore was interview ed by a representative of 
the California Associated Press, and said that 
the charleston had shown herself to be a good 
sea boat and th a t they had a pleasant trip. The 
w eather was very rough all th e way, but the 
vessel behaved adm irably w ell in a heavy sea. 
No test of speed has been m ade. The fastest 
tim e m ade com ing dow n was thirteen knots per 
hour, and the average rate of speed was ten 
knots per hour. The m achinery is a little stiff, 
but everything worked satisfactorily. The tim e 
for m aking the trial trip has not been set, bnt 
th e test w ill probably be m ade to-morrow or 
th e day alter. 
A large num ber of citizens 
viewed the cruiser from the w harf this after­ 
noon aud evening. A strong southw est wind 
lias been blow ing here all yesterday aud to­ 
day. 


S a n t a B a r b a r a , May 8th.—The steel cruiser 
Charleston steam ed aw ay from Mission Rock, in 
San Francisco bay, at 2:48 o'clock Tuesday 
m orning for h er trial trip. 
The storm of w ind 
and rain w hich had prevailed after m idnight, 
broke away, and w hen the first m odern man-of- 
w ar built on the Pacific Coast moved slowly 
aw ay irom 
her moorings, it was under a 
•cloudless sky and 
w ith 
the sun shining 
brilliantly, giving the apparent ■ presage of 
a perfect day. The scene presented on deck of 
the cruiser was in sharp contrast to the sm art 
appearance of the Am erican m an-of-war in 
commission. In the circular bulw arks fore and 
aft where eight-inch rifle guns are to find posi­ 
tion, and the spousons for the accom m odation 
of six-inch guns were filled w ith pig-iron bars 
insufficient num ber to represent the w eight oi 
the powerful guns. 
The brass railings aud m ountings lacked the 
polish, w hile the greater portion of the wood 
and m etal work w alcove red w ith tarpaulins for 
protection. 
On the berth deck sleeping accom m odations 
had been Im provised for those on board in the 
shape of straw m attresses, pillows and blankets, 
w hile lanterns w ere suspended In the w ard 
rooms and passage-ways for lighting purposes 
in lieu of electric lights, the plant for w hich is 
not vet com plete. A part from these features, 
w hich had no bearing upcn the w orking ca­ 
pacity of the cruiser, she was in readiness to 
attem pt the duty assigned her, of developing 
7,000 horse-power by her two com pound engines 
for four consecutive hours, a m ore severe test it 
is claim ed th an any to w hich ships of w ar are 
generally subjected to in< m aking a Govern­ 
m ent test of power and speed. 
A prototype of the Charleston, the cruiser 
N ani W akan of the Japanese navv, w as built in 
England, and from whose model the Charleston 
was designed, m ade an average oi eighteen and 
nine-tenths knots over a run of a m easured m ile 
alter a series of trials. The Charleston, under 
the conditions of a four-hour run, will have to 
cover a distance o f over eighty miles. The 
cruiser was under the com m and of Captain 
Charies M. Goodall, who rem ained upon the 
bridge and directed her m ovem ents in person 
during the first seven hours. 


O V E R L A N D 
TR A IN S. 


C h an ges M ade by th e St. P a u l L in e to A c­ 
co m m o d a te th e N ew S ch ed u le, 


S a n F r a n c is c o , May 8th —The new overland 
tim e-table will go into effect as announced on 
Sunday next. As now arranged, the fast 6:30 
p. m. express train w ill reach Council Bluffs at 9 
p. m. on the third day, perm itting close connec­ 
tion to be m ade only w ith the Chicago, M ilwau­ 
kee and St. Paul, whose train for Chicago will 
leave at 9:30. This St. Paul train has been leav­ 
ing Council Bluffs at 7 p. ji. The change is 
m ade to suit the new schedule. 
The run to 
Chicago w ill be m ade quicker than heretofore, 
so th at the delay in leaving will not affect the 
arrival tim e to any extent. The Chicago trains 
of the other Iow a lines all leave earlier at pres­ 
ent. but it is thought very probable they will 
m ake a change in order to connect w ith the 
trains of the new Uninu Pacific tim e-card. Chi­ 
cago w ill be reached by the St. Paul train at 2:15 
p. m. the day following. The n ex t train for New 
Y'ork w ill be by the Lake Shore at 2:50. The 
Pennsylvania sc n ls a train Ea-t at 3:15. the 
M ichigan C entral at 3:30, and the vestibuled 
trains of th e Pennsylvania And Lake Shore 
leave at 5 o'clock daily. 


F E L T T H E N E E D O F R E S T . 


R e v , S. P . A n d erson C h arged W ith F or­ 
g e ry an d G rand L arcen y. 
San F rancisco, May 8th.—Chief o f Police 
Crowley this m orning received a telegram from 
the authorities in St. Louis asking th at the Rev. 
S. P. Anderson, who was pastor ol the -Central 
Baptist Church (colored) in St. Louis, be arrested 
if he was still in this city. 
The charges against 
him in St. Louis are grand larceny and forgery. 
Detective Rogers was given the telegram and 
instructed to take Anderson into custody. 
He 
lound him in the study of the Baptist Church 
on Pow ell street, w here he was conversing with 
the pastor, Rev. Mr. Duncan. 
He affected great 
surprise when told th at he was under arrest, 
and dem anded to know why. 
On being shown 
the telegram , he exclaim ed: “Oh ! 
I know all 
about it. 
It’s persecution, persecution. I have 
enem ies in the church who w an: to ruin me. 
But they’ll find it harder than they think for." 
Mr. Anderson on being questioned, stated that 
he saw through th e whole thing. W hen asked 
to state w hat grounds there were for such seri­ 
ous charges, he grew reticent. The story as 
finally elicited from him is as follows: He left 
St. Louis on the 23d of A pril and attended a 
church m eeting at Sedalia; Irom there he came 
to this city. At Sedalia he began to feel the 
need of a rest and suddenly started for this 
Coast. 
His congregation did not know w here 
he had gone until he wrote them alter his de­ 
parture. 
He stated that by accident he brought aw ay 
the key to the secret draw er of the church safe, 
but w hen he found he had it he im m ediatelv 
wrote to the Trustees telling them th at he had 
it and would either send it or bring it back, as 
they wished. 
Up to the tim e of bis arrest no 
ausw er had been received. Some lim e before 
his departure for this coast, Mr. Anderson states 
th at he drew 8500 of the church funds. At th at 
tim e he 6igned the nam e of the clerk of the 
church to the receipt and also indorsed a check 
in his nam e. He afterw ard told the clerk of 
w hat he had done and persuaded him to keep 
quiet. The 85GO he thus secured he invested, to­ 
gether with some of his own money, in some real 
estate in St. Louis, and had the deed m ade in 
his own nam e. 
When asked why he did this, 
he said tie knew the property was a bargain, 
and th at it was for the best good of the church. 
Mr. Anderson said he had intended starting 
for home to-morrow by way of Denver and St. 
Louis, his sleeping-car berth haviag already 
been secured. On Mr. A nderson's person was 
found 8108 lu greenbacks and a prospectus of 
the M exican Lottery Company, w hich latter, he 
said, had been sent him in St.' Louis. 
He stated 
th at he had a num ber of enem ies in the church, 
w hich has 800 members, aud of which he has 
been pastor, off and on, for sixteen years. These 
enem ies had several tim es tried to get rid of 
him , tu t bis friends were the most num erous, 
and he was not asked to resign. 
The Chief ol Police of St. Louis will send a 
m an to this city after Anderson. 


D IV O R C E D E N IE D . 


B eco m in g In sa n e A fter 
M arriage 
n o 
L eg a l G round for D ivorce, 
S a n F r a n c is c o , May 8th.—Jean P. Terethory 
brought suit for a divorce from his wife, Susau, 
to whom he was m arried in this city in I860. 
He charged a catalogue of grievances: th at she 
tried to poison him by putting m atches in his 
soup; th at she tried to kill him w ith aslu n g - 
shot, and m ade other startling assertions. 
He 
claim ed th a t he could not live w ith her through 
fear of his lile. YVituess testified that Mrs. Tere- 
thery was of unsound m ind, aud th at the guilty 
acts charged against her were com m itted w hen 
her m ind was diseased. 
It was show n th at 
Notary Public George T. Knox had applied to 
the Court for letters of guardianship on the 
ground th a t she was an incom petent person, 
and the Probate Court has so adjudged. 
In passing upon the case Judge H unt stated 
th a t the proot established the commission oi 
the acts com plained ol, but it also appeared th at 
the defendant was of im paired wit, of unsound 
m ind and was at the tim e of the commission of 
said acts in a m ental condition which rendered 
her legally and m orally irresponsible for her 
actions 
W hile the law perm its a m arriage to

C harlea F ra n cis A d am s T estifies B efo re 
th e C om m ission . 


N e w Y o r k , May 8th.—The Senate Committee 
investigating the w orkings of the interstate 
com m erce law and the Canadian roads doing 
business in this country, resum ed its session 
this m orning. 
The first witness called was President Charles 
Francis Adam s of the Union Pacific. Adams 
thought th at the interstate commerce law was 
in m any cases cruel. Those who obeyed it lost- 
those w ho evaded it profited. 
“ I should like, however, to see it universally 
obeyed and given a fair trial.” he said, “and 
since January 1st I really believe th at the law 
has been better obeyed th an ever betore. I 
know, lor instance th at large shippers, who 
heretofore practically dictated th eir own term s, 
can do so no longer. The Interstate Commis 
sioners, 1 think, are doing a good work. The 
greatest service Commissioners could do rail­ 
roads In general w ould be to prosecute some oi 
the oftenders. Nothing would have a better 
effect on th e situation.’’ 
Adam s thought th at a common railroad law 
between Canada and the United States, and a 
legalized pool would be a good thing, and would 
tend to bring about a solution oi the present 
troubles in reference to the Canadian roads 
“if you think the interstate law a good thing, 
where does «11 the opposition come irom ”’ 
asked Senator Blair. 
“ You m ust rem em ber th at th e country has 
been built up on a system of distribution which 
the interstate law shakes to its foundations. 
The long and short haul clauses give in effect 
to sm aller cities m any of the advantages hereto­ 
fore exclusively enjoyed by larger cities, aud 
the consequence is th at in a city lik e San F ran­ 
cisco the opposition to the law is very strong." 
President Hill of the St. Paul, M inueapolis 
And M anitoba Railroad was tbe first witness 
called after recess. 
He gave an account of the 
probable route of the future between Asia and 
Europe. The Canadian Pacific road, he said, 
had a fast line of steam ers running from the 
western term inus to Asia and from the eastern 
term inus to Liverpool. 
“ Is there m uch foreign trade, Asiatic trade, 
com ing over the Canadian Pacific road .”' asked 
C hairm an Cullom. 
“ Considerable. Some comes over our road 
destlued for O m aha.’’ 
"W hy does it take such a roundabout course?” 
“ Probably because five or six cents a hundred 
pounds is an inducem ent. 
We have a differen­ 
tial rate, and tim e is no object. It pays to take 
advantage of the lower rate.” 
Erastus W im an spoke strongly In favor of 
com m ercial reciprocity. 
Any attem pt to shut 
out the 
Canadian 
lines from operating in 
this country would be a serious blow to W estern 
A m erican farm ers, and would be badly received 
by the C anadian people. 
" Is it policy for Am erican people.” a sk e d 
Senator Blair, " to help w ith their resources to 
build up a gieat nation w ith hostile or at least 
alien connection on the north of the United 
States?" 
“ The tie w hich binds Canada to EDgland is 
bu t a sentim ent. New Y'ork to-day. in a certain 
sense, is far more im por.ant th an all of Canada. 
Canada cannot stand as she is. She m ust either 
become an independent republic or join w ith 
th e United Stales. There are m any forces at 
work iu Canada. The hopes of a great party 
there rest entirely upon one old m an. After the 
death o f Sir John M acdonald will come the 
deluge." 
W im an spoke at considerable length on tbe 
various Jesuit, Catholic and Orange m ovem ents 
in Canada, but said th e farm ers, fishermen, 
lum berm en and m iners all favored a com m er­ 
cial union, w hich of itself was a step towards 
annexation.

P A R N E L L ’S EX A M IN A T IO N

Lo n d o n , May 8th.—P arnell's exam ination was 
finished to-day. 
He testified th at the Reception 
Com m ittee in America comprised the leading 
m erchants ot New Y’ork. representative citizens 
and m inisters of religiou. 
In his speeches in 
New Y ork witness declared that not a farthing 
contributed to the Irish cause would go tow ard 
organizing rebellion in Ireland. 
T hroughout 
his tour ot the I uited States he never sw erved 
a b au d 's breadth from lhat determ ination. 
N\ itnesi 1 airly believed that none ol his col­ 
leagues since joining the Irish Parliam entary 
party b ad aDy t h ing to do w ith t lie r euians Re fer- 
riog to some letters ot his. Parnell said he had 
copies m ade from his secretary’s shorthand 
notes. 
At this point Attorney General Webster, s a id : 
“ It seem s there exists a book of copies of P ar­ 
nell’s letters. I would like to >ee that book.” 
Sir Charles Ruase 1—" By all m eans.” 
Presidm gJustice H annan—•• If these letters 
refer to the League, they ought to have been 
disclosed." 
P an ic. 1—“ Y'wur Lordships are welcome to see 
any letters I ever wrote or received.” 
Attorney-General W ebster recurring to the ex ­ 
am ination ol Parnell’s private bank account, 
w anted to trace th e num ber o f checks, and a 
warm discussion ensued. 8ir Charles declaring 
such action w ould be unfair. 
Justice H annan suggested postponem ent of 
the inquiry into this m atter until further docu­ 
m ents were before th e Court. 
A rchbishop Walsh took the stand. 
He testi­ 
fied he cam e to the conclusion before 1879 th a t 
there was need o f a defensive land organization 
aud was proceeding to give his opinion of Iho 
necessity for such organization when Jusiice 
Hannon interposed saying the inquiry must be 
lim ited to w hether or not tbe 1-and League was 
necessary.

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RECLAIMING THE DESEBT. 


Senator Stanford on Tuesday addressed 
the State Board of Trade on the subject of 
irrigation of the arid lands lying directly 
east of California. 
In stating th at theim - 
jiortance of the proposed scheme to con­ 
quer these now waste lands to the use of 
agriculture and mechanics cannot be over­ 
estimated, the 
Senator 
did 
not 
one 
particle exaggerate. 
California has far 
exceeded, 
in 
its 
growth, prosperity 
and 
contribution 
to 
the strength 
of 
the nation and in the development of 
resources, the forecasts of the most san­ 
guine and the most vivid fancy of those 
who pioneered the State into the Union. 
No more can we forecast the full possi­ 
bilities of the arid plains when they shall 
have been wedded to water under the 
skillful hand of man. 
As the Senator 
said, these lands are now valueless to in­ 
dustry; they are worth nothing to the 
poor man ; money must lie expended upon 
them in irrigation after a manner possible 
to large capital only, and under a compre­ 
hensive scheme that ought to be managed 


b y the Government, before the tiller of 
the soil can think of going upon them to 
add new wealth to the country by their 
cultivation. 
They can be made to far 
more than repay the outlay necessary for 
reclamation and to furnish homes for a 
myriad of people, secure on a soil of won­ 
derful productiveness. 
Senator Stew art of Nevada also ad­ 
dressed the Board, 
lie is the author of 
the legislative proposition to have the 
sums held to be pa) able to the.G overn­ 
m ent by the trans-continental railroads ex­ 
pended in the reclamation of these lands 
from sterility, and thus conserve two great 
ends, the upbuilding of the State of 
Nevada and possibly of another and adja­ 
cent State, aad the restoration of the abil­ 
ity of the railway lines to pay their in­ 
debtedness without taxing local traffic 
heavily, since the capacity to pay has been 
seriously crippled by the construction of 
rival through lines under Government aid. 
The plan includes also the construction of 
new feeder lines to these railroads, whicli 
indeed would lie indispensable w ith the 
grow th of the country under irrigation. 
Senator Stewart’s speech in the Senate-of 
the U nited States on this subject the R e­ 


cord-U nion has already published and 
commented upon. 
The Senator stated to 
the Board of Trade th at he estimated the 
sum necessary to bring the waters of the 
western slopes to these arid lands to be a 
m ere bagatelle compared to the immediate 
and immeasurable benefits that must result. 
T he surveys would, in their completeness, 
cost about $4,000,000, and for the earlv 
surveys at points where 
topographical 
surveys have already been made the sum 
of $250,000 has been appropriated. 
These 
prelim inary surveys would serve to edu­ 
cate the people of the East upou the im­ 
mense importance of the scheme, and illu­ 
m inate for them the fact th at two-thirds of 
the world’s agriculture is now carried on 
under the stim ulus of irrigation. 
The subject is one of first im portance to 
the people of this State, and they should 
make themselves thoroughly intelligent 
upon it. 
N othin", next to the heavy 
populating of th eir own State, should 
more interest them than the elimination 
from the commercial and productive prob­ 
lems of the coast of the arid plains to the 
east of the State. 
They should be peo­ 
pled with au industrious host, whose needs 
of transportation and m arketing should be 
m et by a network of feeder lines to the 
great trunk line th at has its term inus in 
this State, and the m arkets of which 
would then become of vastly greater im­ 
portance. 
The scheme of reclaim ing these 
lands, and th a t speedily, is one that is 
w ithin the easy capacity—comparatively— 
of the engineering skill and progressive 
and accomplishing spirit of the age. 
As 
our contem porary, the San Francisco AUa, 
well says: 
Senator Stew art's proposition is feasible - ta r 
m ore so th an in th e beginning seem ed the 
rescue oT H olland's green acres fr >m the bottom 
o f the sea. To-day cities aud homes in th at 
country are planted w here the waters once 
rolled, and o rc h a d s bloom and bear and gar­ 
dens grow w here ilsh bred under the waves. 
The sen ato r's plan for saving all the storm 
w aters and econom izing the stream», to m ake 
th e soils fruitful on m illions of acres, over an 
area us large as Europe, excluding Russia, may 
stun the popular fancy by its im m ense outline, 
by its m ajestic prom ises; bnt to the practical 
engineer it presents far less difficulties th an did 
th e digging of the Krie-eanal or th e construction 
o f the Central Pacific over the m ountains ami 
ath w art the deserts of Nevada. To prom ote it 
is Pacific Coast statesm anship of the first order. 
It will briog w ithin reach of th e settler the 
cheapest am i richest lands 011 the coniineot. 
and It will bring near to the point of produc­ 
tion m illions of j>eop!e w ho are consum ers of 
th e product of orchard and vineyard, of which 
CaU’ornia has a monopoly, by rea-on of her 
clim ate. 


L et those who have read W hittier’s 
magnificent poem, w ritten for the late Cen­ 
tennial occasion, read it again.

stiffened his hand, and possibly made slow 
the means of manifestation, as it has, too, 
w ithdraw n him largely from his lyre; but 
lie has proved to an adm iring nation that 
when occasion demands he can in his 
country’s cause rally and rise to the grand 
levels of his younger days.

the same authority has said to him that 
G erm any would not treat with him for the 
w ithdrawal of troops until he, Mataafa, has 
consented that ihe G ermans shall have ab­ 
solute power over all w hite persons in 
Samoa. 
M ataafa is reputed to lie a tru th ­ 
ful man, his character for veracity stands 
high among the jieople of Samoa, both na­ 
tive and foreign residents. 
Moreover, he 
declares th at he has the letter of the G er­ 


m an Consul to the effect quoted. 
Now 
this being true, and these declarations and 
oilers having been made since the Berlin 
Commission was ordered to reassemble, the 
action of the German Consul at A pia must 
be flatly disavowed by the German Gov­ 
ernm ent, or th e American Government 
will be compelled to consider the demand 
upon M ataafa an act of unfriendliness and 
canse for diplom atic inquiry. 
W e believe 
M ataafa; all the circumstances support 
his charges, aud the action of the German 
Consul has all along been in the direction 
of just such a policy as M ataafa now dis­ 
closes. 
The request in the letter of the 
K ing th at th e U nited States will extend a 
protectorate over Samoa is a m atter wholly 
distinct from th e other subject, and has 
not been invited nor intrigued for by 
A merican officials.

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WHO RUNS IT ? 


Shall the City Trastee* or the Supervisor* 
Control City A Bali*? 
The m istaken views of the City Attorney 
cqpcerning the right of the city to lay li- 
tf-lie taxes, and fix the requirem ents prec­ 
edent to issnance of licenses, have misled 
the City Trustees, and involved them in an 
appeal to the County Supervisors that 
am ounts to a dangerous confession; one 
th at the citizens of Sacramento cannot af­ 
ford to have pass into the force of a prece­ 
dent. The Trustees are aware of this, and 
the Mayor, who is the author of the ordi­ 
nance, will, of course, advise them to re­ 
cede from their proposition made to the 
Supervisors. The instant it is conceded that 
the city cannot enforce a license collection, 
or pass a regulative ordinance w ithont the 
consent of the Supervisors, there is an end 
to a most im portant branch and function of 
m unicipal government. W orse than that, 
the m om ent it is conceded that a county 
license protects one who procures it from 
interference by the city, every m an and 
woman of whom a license is required to do 
business, will, and ought to, refuse to pay 
a city license. They would be fools of the 
m ost pitiful order it they paid two license 
taxes for the privilege of transacting busi­ 
ness, if one will give them all the protec­ 
tion that two possibly can. The m an who 
cannot see this truth is incapable of under­ 
standing that two and two m ake four. How 
any one with a thim bleful of brains can 
hold, as the City A ttorney does, that the 
contrary is true, that a county license over­ 
rides and supplants the m unicipal license, 
passes comprehension. 
Mr. Church owes it to the profession he 
represents to take the back track like m an 
and frankly adm it his error. Deputy Dis­ 
trict Attorney Brown is right when he says 
to the Supervisors, “You have nothing to 
do with the business of the city licenses. 
If you require of one a license tax, and the 
city requires of the same party a license 
tax, and fixes certain conditions to it, 
then it follows that the man applying can 
gain no right until he has taken out both 
licenses, and complied with all require­ 
m ents lawfully made.” The thing for the 
Trustees to do is to stand by the ordinance 
of the Mayor, and when they need advice 
concerning it take it from some layman, 
if need be, for it does not require a lawyer 
to understand the sim plicity of the propo­ 
sition involved. The Trustees have the 
right to close up places they adjudge to be 
disreputable and inim ical to the peace and 
quiet of the city; they are ready to do so, 
but the police evidently render them no as­ 
sistance; in fact, the doubts and quibbles 
appear to have emanated from the police 
authorities since the Trustees have shown 
their readiDess to regulate the dives, while 
the Chief of Police has done nothing to aid 
them. 
It is a bad state of affairs, and should 
rouse the taxpayers to action in support of 
the Mayor and Trustees. As it now stands 
the situation is open to grave suspicion that 
there is venality behind it. We do not 
say there is—we do not charge that 
any m an has been paid or promised pay 
for bringing about the situation—but we 
do say, and to this there can be made no 
possible answer, that if the license-takers of 
the city, who pay into the city treasury 
some $20,000 annually, desired to save that 
sum to their pockets, they could not expend 
$10,000 and bring about' a situation more 
favorable to that end than the present, 
which, as it stands, requires the Trustees of 
this m unicipality to hum bly ask consent of 
the County Supervisors before they can en­ 
force a wise, needed and reasonable ordi­ 
nance. 
W e repeat that the situation is 
simply disgraceful, and that the sooner the 
Trustees break from it and stand upon 
their light to legislate upon and fix license 
requirem ents, which no one has questioned 
except the City Attorney, and the effective­ 
ness of which no one doubts but the police, 
the better for the city.

C lem en c y E x te n d e d to a L ife C o n v ict fo r 
S ta b b in g H is W ife. 
In December, 1874, John McDonald was 
convicted at Los Angeles of m urder in the 
first degree (killing his wife) and sentenced 
to the San Q uentin State Prison for life. 
Yesterday he waa pardoned by Governor 
W aterman, for the following reasons : 
“ McDonald claims that the death of his 
wife was purely accidental. H e waa keep­ 
ing a restaurant at the time, and on the 
day prior to the death of his wife the 
couple had been out riding together and 
were perfectly happy in each other’s com­ 
pany. During the day McDonald had been 
drinking a little, and continued hia tabu­ 
lations on the following day (Monday) but 
kept at his work in the restaurant. 
He 
was engaged in cutting bread at a table, his 
wife sitting near by, and the two were con­ 
versing together, when a slight dispute 
arose regarding one of their neighbors, and 
McDonald, becoming exasperated, threw 
the knife that he was using 
across 
the 
table, 
w ith 
no 
intention 
or 
idea 
of 
its 
striking 
his 
wife, 
but it unfortunately struck her in the side, 
causing death w ithin a few minutes. 
He 
has already served w hat would be equiva­ 
lent to twenty years, allowing for the usual 
credits, and during all this lime has been 
employed as a cook in the prison. The 
present officials speak in the highest terms 
of his services and conduct, and state that 
he is deserving of a pardon. Judge Sepul­ 
veda, who at the tune of McDonald’s con­ 
viction was Judge of the District Court of 
Los Angeles county, has recommended the 
exercise of clemency, which recom m enda­ 
tion is strongly indorsed by Judge H ow ­ 
ard. who at the tim e was 'prosecuting at­ 
torney. McDonald is fast erowingold, and 
has a family of four children. They are 
all devoted to their parent, and I am par­ 
ticularly induced by the earnest pleading 
aud firm endeavors ot the oldest daughter, 
Mary, together with the dignified yet sor­ 
rowful statem ent of the case, to grant her 
tam er's pardon.

T h e L a te S to rm , a n d I t s E fie c t U pon 
G ro w in g C ro p s. 
D uring the prevalence of the heavy 
rains that fell between Saturday of last 
week and Tuesday evening last, reports 
came to the city of widespread damage to 
grain crops of all kinds, and the im ­ 
pression got abroad that 
hundreds of 
thousands of dollars would not compensate 
the farmers in this portion of the State for 
the injury done to their crops. B ut the 
other side of the story is now being told ; 
and, while it must be adm itted that on the 
rich bottom lands in Sacramento county a 
great deal of grain has been crushed to the 
ground and ruined, it is also true that the 
grain is not so heavy on the plains and up­ 
lands, and that the storm was less severe 
in most other places in the valley than 
here. 
Charles R. Parsons, who yesterday came 
to the city from Lodi, San Joaquin county, 
states that on m uch of the sum m er-fal­ 
lowed ground in that vicinity the grain has 
been beaten down, but that some of it will 
rise again if the weather rem ains dry. 
The winter-sown grain, the area of which 
is much greater than that of the summer- 
fallow, has, however, been wonderfully 
benefited, and there will be an immense 
yield where comparatively little was looked 
for. This statem ent applies even more 
forcibly to the condition of things in the 
San Joaquin Valley, all the way south 
from Stockton, where m uch of the grain 
was winter-sown. 
In regard to the condition of the fruit 
crop, a prom inent crchardist of this county 
stated yesterday that the injury, w hile con­ 
siderable, was not nearly so great as was 
feared a few days ago. 
A great deal of the 
more advanced fruit had been knocked 
from the trees, and this will tend to reduce 
the quantity of early shipping fruit; but 
that which rem ains on the trees will be all 
the larger and of better quality, enough so 
to about offset the am ount of the damage 
done. 
The greatest apparent injury is to 
the plum crop, which does not cut a very 
im portant figure in the volume of fruit pro­ 
duced. 
On the whole, it. m ay be safely assumed 
that the loss to both farmers and orchard- 
ists, generally, will be much less than has 
been supposed, while there is a possibility 
that the close of the season may chronicle 
a real gain.

F A R » EDUCATION, 


W . O. A tw a ter P ro p o ses a New D e p art­ 
u re tn A g ric u ltu ral C olleges. 
W ashington, May 8th.—W. O. Atwater, in 
char» e of the work at the experiment stations 
established by the Agricultural Department, is 
prepatiug a bulletin which will be published 
this year giving a sketch of the progress of edu­ 
cation in tne agricultural colleges and schools. 
It is acknowledged that the purpose tor whit h 
the agricultural colleges were established in 
several States, and to which the Government 
contributed liberal grants of land and money, 
has not been real zed. The colleges do not edu­ 
cate men lor the farms, but for the professions, 
and the tendency of their teachings is to draw 
youug men from the farms, instead of fitting 
them for work upon them. 
Graduates of the common district schools of 
the State are qualified to enter, and they are 
taught the practical things of farm life in addi­ 
tion to the literary branches of learning. The 
school had been opened but a few weeks when 
its accommodations were all taken, while the 
agricultural college proper has been struggling 
along for years with barely enough students to 
lorm a single class. 
Rusk is also deeply interested in the estab­ 
lishment of short winter courses ot lectures to 
young men on farms upon topics related to the 
successful conduct of their labor. 


EX TR A SESSION. 


I t is Said P re sid e n t H a rriso n W ill C all 
a n E x tra Session of C ongress. 
W ashington, May 8th.—Cannon of Illinois 
and Reed of Maine, two of the prominent candi­ 
dates for Speaker in the Fifty-first Congress, 
are in the city. Both express the opinion that 
an extra session of Congress will be called in 
October. A reduction of the revenue is believed 
to be the leading question for the next Congress, 
and to mature this legislation the President is 
said to believe that about six weeks ol extra 
session is necessary. Besides this the contested

important measures are looked upon by the 
Executive as furnishing sufficient reason for 
calling Congress together at an earlier date 
than usual. Should Congress meet in October 
the Speaker could be elected and the commit­ 
tees appointed, leaving the entire machinery in 
condition for immediate operation at the close 
of the holiday recess. Such a programme, if 
carried out, will give the Fifty-first Congress an 
unparalleled advantage lor the maturing of 
legislation without uuduly prolonging the first 
session.

W ashington, May 8th.—Assistant Secretary 
of the Interior Chandler has affirmed the decis­ 
ion of the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office in rejecting the final proof and holding 
for the cancellation of the homestead entry of 
William Chambers for lands in the Stockton 
Land District of California.

CANADIAN CARS. 


8h a ll T hey b e A d m itted to th e U nited 
S tates F re e o f D uty ? 
Washington, May Sth.—Secretary Windom to­ 
day gave a hearing to persons interested in the 
question of the dutiable character of Canadian- 
built cars used in the transportation of mer­ 
chandise between Canadian and United States 
points. A number oí gentlemen representing 
the American roads who were present spoke iu 
opposii ion to the proposed imposition of duty on 
the cars in question. They represented that 
these cars had been admitted free of duty for 
the past twenty years, and any change in the 
practice would result iu great damage to do­ 
mestic interests, and the loss by the exaction of 
duty on these cars would amount to many thou­ 
sands of dollars.
